A Circular from Colonel Smith of Shelby

late war, has issued the following 
suggestio_ns to the surviving confed­ 
erate veterans, now residing in Shel­ 
by county. Col. Sm ith is a noble- 
hearted and patriotic gentlem an, who 
is well known througliout Alabama, 
having ably and faithfully represent­ 
en this county in the legislature dur­ 
ing the session of 1SS0-S7. The vet­ 
erans residing in other counties in 
the State could do no better than to 
give careful consideration to what 
Colonel Sm ith suggests to his fellow 
citizens, and let the cue lie gives to 
the situation be taken up in every 
county in A labam a: 
COLONEL s m it h ’s CIRCULAR. 
I respectfully, j-ct urgently, request 
the confederate veterans of Alabama, 
now living in Shelby county, to join 
me in organizing a confederate veter­ 
ans' association. This for m any good 
purposes, the chiefest of which will 
be to aid our old comrades who are 
now unable to take care of tlicm- 
selvcs. 
Thsre are some of these truly brave 
men who need assistance. The state 
for which they»^ sacrificed so much 
does not provide for them . M any of 
them are hidden away where but few 
can see their needy' condition. 
By' 
proper organization wc can locate 
them. They m ust not suffer while 
those of us who arc more fortúnate 
have even a small pittance to divide 
w ith them. 
This cause needs no patheticappeal. 
I feel that every old confederate vet­ 
eran who who may see this notice 
will cheerfully and prom ptly fall in­ 
to line. Then let us at once proceed 
to organize iu a business-like way'. 
To-wit: On Saturday, the 3d day' 
of August next, all of the old veter­ 
ans in tiio county repair to tiieir re­ 
spective voting places and proceed to 
organize beat associations by' electing 
a president, secretary' and treasurer, 
and enrollm ent of names, giving op­ 
posite each full name, the company 
and regiment, battallion or battery. 
If maimed, state character of injury; 
if indigent, so state; if the indigent 
has a wife and m inor children, so 
state, giving the num ber of children. 
At these beat meetings elect three 
members of the beat association to 
m eet at the court house on Saturday, 
the 10th day of August next, at 10 a. 
m. sharp, to perfect the organization 
of a county association. 
This association w ill soon sjiread to 
every county in the state, and I have 
reason to hope it m.ay lead to the 
establishm ent of a comfortable and 
perm anent home for our needy com­ 
rades, tiieir wives and little ones. 
I trust th at comrades and friends 
whoso eyes may catch tliia notice 
may feel it a duty and jileasure to 
spread tlic notice that every old “ vet” 
iu the county- ni.ay ■ iitteiid the pri­ 
mary' organizations.

‘‘\Ye the ministers and ofliccrs of 
the colored churche.s of Liberty coun­ 
ty representing the interest and hon­ 
or of our pieople, appeal to the civil 
authorities of this county to order 
tlic fanatic followers of Dupont Bell, 
the imposter, to disband and remain 
disbanded and congregate no more 
in any place in the bounds of the 
county on the following grounds: 
First, that they have a crazy mob; 
second, th at some of tliem have be­ 
come insane and that there is danger 
of many more becoming 'so; third, 
that their acts have been degrading 
in the extreme, vulgar, indecent, and 
beastly; fourth, that their doctrines 
and ceremonies are vile and deraoral- 
izipg to morals; fifth, that there is 
danger that many of them w ill be­ 
come jiaupers or thieves from the 
want of crops abandoned and labor 
suspended; sixth, th at they have 
committed crimes against the i>ersou, 
be-ating their opponents and their 
own followers almost todeath, assaul­ 
ting even with intent to m urder or 
do violence, seventh, tb a tit is iujiir- 
iug the honor and character ol our 
people at home and abroad, mislead- 
iug the public m ind as to the intelli­ 
gence and piety and honor of our i>eo- 
ple as to the members who have join­ 
ed the craze; whereas it is evident 
that 90 per cent of our people are re­ 
spectable and in their right minds 
and faithful to law and order, civil 
and ecclesiastical.

A Cliicngo Jury Fnghtciicd by the 
, Teslinioiiy of a IVitiiess IVIio Claims 
to be tlic. Victim ol Great I’liyslcal 
ami Psyciilcal Cbaiigcs. 


A most peculiar caso of m sauity 
for psycliicalstiuly was th.at'of H en­ 
ry Nfunser, wliicb came before Judge 
Gary last Monday morning. 
Ac­ 
cording to tlie evidence, it would ap­ 
pear that the strange case of Dr. 
Jekyll aud 
Mr. Hyde, and 
the 
strange case of Archibal Malmarson, 
which have cheated much coiiimeut 
in circles of fiction are not altogether 
impossibilities. 
The story w hich 
H arry Muiiser, sane, told of H arry 
Hunser, insane, was so fascinating 
that the juryinen quailed aud slunk 
back iu their chairs, half afraid to 
be so near one who could adm it him ­ 
self to be the victim of .such physical 
and psychical eliangcs as the witness 
claimed to have undergone. iMun- 
ser is about 27 years of ago and never 
having indulged iu tiie practices of 
fast city young men, liis features 
bore a decidedly innocent, but intel­ 
ligent expression as he entered the 
witness 
bo.x. The soft black hair 
curled as an actor’s about iiis broad, 
business-like forehead. For 4 years 
he was entry clerk for Edison Keitli, 
and his m anipulation of figures was 
considered 
sonictliing 
wonderful. 
He had 
been 
subject to gloomy 
spoils at periods and two years apart, 
during which lie would become a 
recluse for weeks at a time. 
He 
spoke of tlieso. 
“Ju st tell US about llic last one,” 
said the court, listening to the m i­ 
nor details given above. 
“I feel something 
approaching 
bcnvily,” said tlie vyitnesa, “ but I 
can take care of myself here.” Beads 
of persjiiration stood on bis brow, but 
be displayed no nervousness. “Tbe 
queer sickness came 011 me again 
about a year ago,” said he, “ and this 
time I became much alarmed at the 
developments. I .seemed to be ap- 
¡iroacliiug a state altogether differ­ 
ent from the natural one. An ague­ 
like feeling conies over me, begin­ 
ning first iu m y brain. I was t!ieu 
living at my fatlier’s house on W est 
Lake street. My m ind did not seem 
growing w^ifker, 
looomed t<^ bo 
altering its functions 
m aterially. 
Presently the sight of a tool or any­ 
thing with a blade would start every 
fibre and nerve in me to tingling, 
aud I became afraid of myself— 
afraid for my friends. I felt an im­ 
pulse growing ujion me to iiarra or 
kill. I kneiv what I was a'ooat. I 
recognized the faces of my friends. I 
had a cool control of my m ental fac­ 
ulties; I was not out of m y head in 
the least, but there was a desire 
seemed to be muscular, as well as 
mental, and wholly apart from niy 
natural volition. IMy father saw on­ 
ly the outside of this, aud I dared 
not explain to him the complete rev­ 
olution in my being. He sent me to 
Lake Geneva to bo treated in a pri­ 
vate institution there, and now for 
seven months, I have been there un­ 
der tlio constant care of several cx- 
porienced physicians. 
They have 
been unable to 'issist me, I grew 
worse. I knew it and realized the 
dread cliange 
Never have I lost my 
senses. Tlie doctors gave me chlo­ 
ral, but I fear that lias hurt m y ner­ 
vous system, aud served to augm ent 
this fearful development rather than 
cure it. We consulted and thought 
a change would be good for mo. I 
now insist that I plaeetrbe somewhere 
so I may bo watclierl and treated dif­ 
ferently. The week I iiave been 
here since I left Geneva I liavc not 
been home. I will not go tliere. 1 
believe some rapid cliauge for the 
worse would'iake place immediately 
sliould I go back. This m ania would 
umiiiui me to do tliat which I have 
been battling against. I would kill 
them. I m ight kill myself, and yet 
I would know what I was about.” 
The story itself is not so very dif­ 
ferent from w hat one m ight expect 
to hoar from a man who felt him self 
becoming insane. 
W liat terrified the jurym en was 
the complete change in his features 
as ’ne progressed. From an innocent, 
harmless expression at the begin­ 
ning, they changed to one of ex­ 
treme cunning and malignity. As 
he proceeded deep lines appeared iu 
liis cheeks besides his nose. The 
eyebrows fell dark, and the corners 
of the moutli dreiv down. H is fore- 
lioad wrinkled ui'; as an old m an’s, 
and Ills voice actually changed so 
that a listener m ight have supposed 
that a m an of forty-five was talking. 
Tlie words came from deep down in 
his chest, and in fact the entire as­ 
pect of the m an had changed. H e 
bent forward in his chair, his should­ 
ers stoonued, aiiil his eyes became 
watery. . It was remarkable.

On tlie second Monday in August 
you sit for the purpose of serutiuizing 
and hearing objections to the assess­ 
ments that will at that time have 
have been made by the diflerent as­ 
sessors throughout the state. 
A t said term it is your duty, for the 
purpose of raising revenue, to fix up­ 
on all propierty sucli a sum as is 
shown by the testimony adduced to 
be its fair m arket or real value and 
assess it accordingly. 
If necessary you can adjourn for 
such a length a time as will enable 
the assessor to give the five days no­ 
tice, required by law, to any whose 
property you think has been under­ 
valued and should bo raised. (Code, 
section 512; acts 1886-7, section 13, 
page 10.) In view of the reduction 
of the tax rate, as well as of the 
more than usually large appropria­ 
tions made by the last general assem­ 
bly, I trust you vvill see clearly the 
absolute necessity of 
making all 
property carry its full and fair share 
of the taxes to be collected.

T can trutlvfuUy say 
that many' people are actually starv­ 
ing. Babies and children cry for 
bread and wallow In 
the 
muddy 
streets, for their mothers have be­ 
come callous to their cries ándelo not 
seem to m ind. They say bpt little 
and complaints are not freeiuenf. 
They just keep silent iu their misery. 
A few arc very proud, and afi'eet to 
be light iiearted, when they' have not 
a thing to eatiu the Iiouse. I tell you 
it is horrible, and no one cati realize 
tlie awful sufferings, until lie gets 
right in the m idst of the misery. Bus­ 
iness has gone to smash and stagna­ 
tion rules everywhere. Uuless ti.a 
miners are given work soon, or fur- 
tlier relief comes, yon will soon hear 
of some death.s from actual starva­ 
tion.

IToni Jail. 
SuLl.iOB.VT, Ala., July 30.—There 
is an immenise am ount of excitement 
in tins county'.-» Last Friday Alien 
H. Burrows, father of Rub.e, John T. 
Burrows, a brother, and James A. 
Caoh, brother-in-law, were arrested, 
charged with being accessories after 
the fact in the killing of Postmaster 
Graves at Jewell, about two weeks 
ago. They were all lodged in jail a t 
Vernon, twelve miles from here. 
Rube Burrows is known to be in 
hiding with a strong band of well 
.armed desperadoes about seven miles 
from Vernon. It is reported that he 
has threatened to go to Vernon and 
release his relatives. Rumors were 
also current that an attem pt would 
be made to lyncli the prisoners in the 
jail. 
THE s i i e r i e e ’s 
AWKWAKD 
I'OSI- 
TION. 
Sheriir Metcalf seems to have de­ 
cided that he was between the devil 
and the deei) sea. 
He has a posse of seventy-live men, 
and about twenty detectives are still 
iu the vicinity, but he wanted troops 
to guard the jaii. The preliminary' 
trial of the three men in jail is set for 
tomorrow, an immense crowd will 
be present. The sherift’ fears there 
will be trouble to-night or tomorrow, 
but it seems to be unknown here 
which crowd is feared the most, the 
prospective lynchers or the outlaws. 
A few days ago Jam es A. Cash, 
brother-in-law of Rube Burrows, re­ 
ceived eight repeating rifies by' ex­ 
press. It is known that 
several 
western men, who were with Rube in 
his Texarkana train 
robbery', are 
now iu hiding v.'ith him, besides a 
number of local desperadoes. His 
band is variously estimated at from 
ten to forty people, but probably' it 
does not exceed the smaller number. 
Rube and his gang number about 
forty bold and desperate men. I t is 
said that a number of Texas outlaws 
are here iu league with him. I t is 
expected that to-uiglit or tomorrow 
the outLaws will make an attack on 
the jail to release the prisoners. 
To prevent this the governor was 
asked to send here a company' of 
militia, and iu response the Birm ing­ 
ham Rifies arrived here at noon to­ 
day. 
The trial of the prisoners, at Ver­ 
non, twelve miles from here, tomor­ 
row, is awaited with a great deal of 
suspense. 
The following is a synopsis of 
Rube’s mauy crimes: 
He is about 31 years old aud un­ 
married. He was raised in the moun­ 
tains of Lam ar county, about tweU'e 
miles from 
Sulligent. 
His first 
crime was a train robbery in Arkan- 
saw, wdth four other men, about a 
year and a half ago. They secured 
about $14,(X)0 of express 
money 
Some time after this he was detected, 
witli his brother Jim , who had also 
beeu iu the robbery, on an L. & N. 
train by' Conductor Callahau while 
going into Montgomery. Callahan 
stojiped off at Elmore station and 
telegraphed the faet to the Mont­ 
gomery authorities. 
TJio Burrows brothers were met at 
the depot in Montgomery by officers 
iu citizen's 
dress, 
one 
of whom 
agreed to sliow them a cheap hoard­ 
ing liouse. They 
walked up the 
street pleasantly enough until they 
saw the city' prison, when they made 
a dash to escape. Jim was captured 
by' a lieutenant of police, but Rube 
escaped after sUootiug a citizen wlio 
attempted to stop hi’Ji. 
He took to tlie swamps and when 
last heard from after that was iu E s­ 
cambia county, Fla. Jim Burrows 
was soni to Arkausaw for train rob­ 
bery and placed in the penitentiary 
for safe keeping, pending a trial. His 
trial was put offfroiu time to time, 
and it is reported he died in prison 
about June 1. 
POS’J’.MASTEB GBAVES’ JIUBDEB. 
Nothing more was 
lieard from 
Rube until two weeks ago, wjjeu he 
turned up in Lam ar county and 
killed Postmaster 
Graves. J. A. 
Casli, a brother-in-law, and John 
Burrows, a brother, are now under 
arrest as accessories to tills murder. 
A registered package came to Jewell 
poatoiJi.ce aud Cash called for it. The 
postin.aster refijsed to deliver it to 
Cash because it was not addressed to 
him. C.asli asked to see It, aud saw 
it contained a false beard and mus- 
taelic, partof tlie hair having worked 
out of the envelope. He reported 
the facts at onpp to Rube Burrows. 
Rube weni and called for the i>ack- 
age. Graves refused to give it to 
him, and ho shot liim. The post 
master recognized him aud said be­ 
fore he died that Rube Burrows was 
hi.s luurderer. 
Sluec, ith a s been proven couelii- 
sively' that Hubo Burrows was the 
man who robbed a train on tbo No»' 
Orleau.s aiid N ortheasteru road near 
Purvi.s, jMiss., of j;35,000 ;ibout six 
months ago. The money' was in the 
expres.s anfu. Burrows did tlie job 
siiigle-liauded. He first got into the 
mail car and put a sack around the 
postal clerk's head. Then he forced 
the posto.i clerk to go ahead of him. 
The express messenger was writing. 
H e put a gun to his head, forced Iiini 
to give up the koy.s aud still kept 
both men oovercd while be npeiieri 
the safe and init the m o n ey into a 
sack. He pulled the bell, got off the 
train, and divided with a desperado 
named Bunch. Itis not known were 
B u n ch '.vas while Burrows did the 
work. The Illinois Central people 
liave positive proof that Biirrows was 
the perpetrator of Mse Duck Hill rob­ 
bery aud iiiiirder on an Illinui.s Cen­ 


tral train at Duck Hill, Miss., about 
four months ago. He got about •'t9,- 
000 in-this robbery'. A jial boqrded 
the engine, coveted the engineer and 
fireman and forced the'train to stop. 
They intim idated the Southern E x ­ 
press messenger and got the contents 
of the safe. 
A I’ASSEKaElt KfLLED. 
Just after they' secured the money 
they walked out the end of the first 
coach. By this time the conductor 
had called on the passengers for as­ 
sistance, a y'oung'man from Ténnes- 
■see volunteered and stepped out with 
a W inchester rifle. Burrow.? got the 
drop aud killed him with; a pistol. 
The three desperadoes theu went to 
the'woods where their horses were 
tied, mounted 
their 
horses and 
escaped to Lam arcounty. The horses 
are still unidentified and are now in 
the possession of a citizen of Lam ar 
county. 
On last Friday and Saturday nights 
a posse of seventy men succeeded in 
arresting the men who are to bo put 
on trial to-morrow.' ’• ■ ' ■ ’ 


Tiic Negro in Mass. 


Birm ingham Age-HoraUl. 
The circumstances surrounding the 
death of young Pitta, on a plantation 
near Panther Burn, Miss., means far 
more than the m urder of an indi­ 
vidual, aud they are such as may 
well bring serious thought to the 
people of Alabama. Nor does their 
significance lie in the fact that Dr. 
Pitts was a member of one of the 
most prom inent 
families in this 
state, and was a man 
everyway 
worthy the nam e he bore. B ut the 
inauner and the motive of that death 
compel the instant thought that it 
came from a condition, and that a 
large portion of Alabama is suffer­ 
ing under conditions scarcely less 
threatening. 
The delta country of Mississippi 
contains beyond rivalry the richest 
cotton lands 
in 
America. These 
lands are owned iu large bodies, and 
are worked by gangs of negro hands 
under the supervision of one or two 
white managers. The 
whites are 
few and far betiveen, the negroes 
massed in thousands. So far the an­ 
cient respect and fear of the white 
man which the negroes learned iu 
the hard school of slavery has made 
their control by a few resolute and 
intelligent w hites a m atter of com­ 
parative ease. 
B ut how long will this continue to 
be so ? W here the negro population 
is dense there are few influences a t 
work to elevate them and none to 
preserve their old spirit of subservi­ 
ence. 
Their natural impulses are 
free to develop and their passions to 
rim riot. They become the prey to 
every' 
charlatan 
schoolmaster or 
preacher who chooses to teach them 
the doctrine of force. W rongs im ­ 
agined become wrongs to be avenged. 
In their igaoran-ce they look on law 
as a thing of oppression to them —a 
conspiracy in the interest of the few 
who own the lands. Their obedience 
to statutes aud to sheriffs is mere 
tear. Massed in their cabins, the 
house of the wliite man up y'ondcr, is 
the symbol of a wrong. W hy should 
they, a thousand, submit to his dic­ 
tation? W hat have we 
to 
fear 
from him ? Let us assert ourselves. 
So ignorance has reasoned always, 
aud so the black, as he goes toward 
that deeper ignorance th at comes 
from passion yyithout the sense of 
responsibility', will reason oftener 
and oftener. Action follows conclu­ 
sion aud he finds, what he w'as too 
ignorant to anticipate, that his mere 
numbers are no bar to that law which 
was so far off that he forgot about it. 
The scene enacted near Panther 
Burn last Thursday will be more 
common as the plantation gets fur­ 
ther aud further away from the 
slave sy'stem th at 
gave it birth. 
■Massed together, the negro loses his 
respect for law and gives his pas­ 
sions aud reseutnaents rein. AVe see 
it here in N orth Alabama where 
bands or gangs of them are collected 
at a mine or railroad camji. In m id­ 
dle Alabama he has mofc than once 
temporarily broken loose from the 
resolute baud that holds 
him to 
peace. The negro, in mass, grows 
daily as a threatenigg factor in our 
.social aud industrial as well as po­ 
litical life, Jt is nee.dless to temporr 
ize with facts, to oheat oHFSelye.s lyith 
transitory' “ ifs” and 
“huts” and 
“m.aybes.” AVherever the negro is 
as ten to one he m ust be scattered or 
the land given to him. I t has beeu 
so over all tliis world. Free like 
other freemen, he will not subm it to 
mastery. W ithout mastery he goes 
back to barbarism and drags the 
land back witlj him. 
Flow long do the few scattered 
whites in the Della of Mississippi 
suppose they can mingle w ith aud 
gontrol the hordes of irresponsible 
blacks wUo till tijeir lands? How 
long do the plantation giyner;^ qf tlj.e 
black belt of Alabama suppose they 
can keep the negro as a peaceable 
aud industrious servant? They arc 
already' abandoning the 
hopeless 
task and ai’e following their wives 
and (ihildren: to the towns, leaving 
the last stages of tlie liattl.e fo a race 
of bachelor managers and overseers.

AVritiug of large grape vines .in 
California, a correspondent of the 
New York Tribune thus desori'oes a 
collide w hich are worthy of being re­ 
corded. He s.ays: 
The largest of the two vines is at 
Carpentaria, a pretty little town in 
Santa Barbara county. The circum­ 
ference of the trunk six inches above 
the ground is six feet two Inches. It 
is seven feet high and the m ain trunk 
is divided into braucehs which are 
trained on an arbor, and extend 110 
feet one way and 00 feet the other. 
The annual y'leld of grapes from it 
averages 
four 
tons. 
Carpcnteria 
rather runs to the mammoth in vege­ 
tation, for in front of the house of the 
Rev. Edward Fish, of that place, is 
growing a geranium bush which is so 
large tViat it takes forty-one paces to 
walk around it. The other big vine 
is on the Machado ranch, nineteen 
miles southeast of San Diego, near 
the Mexican line. It is of the old 
Mission variety, 'and was planted in 
1859. From the roots a trunk five 
feet in circumference 
reaches up 
about six feet, where it divides into 
three large branches, which iu turn 
divide and send out other branches 
twined over an arbor; the whole vine 
covers something over ha'f .an acre 
of ground. This Immense canopy of 
vine and fruit IS aVithiu easy reach­ 
ing distance of the ground. 
The 
average yield is from tliree to four 
ton of grapes.

L o n d o x , July 29.—^The following 
startling and appalling story relating 
to the 'Whitechapel actrocities was 
furnished the 
correspondent last 
night, and if it proves true it will 
show that the really sensational ele­ 
ments of the horrible crimes ba-ve 
either heretofore been unknown to 
the London police, or, if known, have 
been successfully suppressed from 
the public until now. 
The. perpetrator of the Whitechap­ 
el butcheries is a woman, so the story 
goes. It is stated that this allegation 
is not based on a theory, but a fact. 
The letters signed by Jack, the Rip­ 
per, were thus signed to lead to the 
supposition that the murderer was a 
man, and the reason -why all of the 
victims selected by tlie murderess 
were ivomeu was because the tigress 
who has so vilely treated her subjects 
is insane from jealousy. 
Great surprise has been expressed 
at the fact that so many murders 
eo’ald be committed in such a thickly 
populated locality as is the East End, 
and that the man who did the killing 
could escape, especially as all of the 
fallen won»'.'i of London have been 
on their guard for 
months past. 
There need be no longer any aston­ 
ishment felt on that score, since it is 
known that the victims of the kuifo- 
wielder had no suspicion that the 
bloody work was being carried on by 
one of their own sex. The murder­ 
ess could approach a woman without 
being suspected, because she ivas a 
woman herself. ,She could di.scuss 
the murders with her dissolute com­ 
panions, and on the i>retense of illus­ 
trating how the butcheries were com­ 
mitted would pass her left arm 
around the victim's head, covering 
the eyes and pulling the head back 
with the one hand -while she drew 
her knife across the throat with the 
other. Had a man attemjited such a 
thing his actions would have elicited 
screams that surely would have at­ 
tracted attention sufficiently soon to 
insure his capture. Because every 
member of the class of womeu killed 
has had her suspicion keyed up to 
the hig'nest tension ever since the 
Whitechapel 
murders have been 
given world-wide publication—i. e., 
suspicion against men, but not wo­ 
men. 
There are coullicting statements 
made relative to the identity of the. 
murderer, and it is impossible at this 
hour to say whether the authorities 
have positive information on that 
pointer not. 
It is asserted that the fact that tlie 
killer is a wom.an was developed by 
an unsuccessful attempt to murder a 
harlot it'l^hitecbapel, made within 
the last fcii hours, and the arrest of 
the would-be perpetrator, who is said 
to be aiSpanish or an Italian woman, 
whose motive was to murder all the 
fallen women she cduld in the hope 
that by so doing she would remove 
the one that had aroused her jealousy, 
she not not being positive as to the 
exact woman who had charmed her 
lover from her side. 
Ill addition, it is alleged that the 
tigress mutilitated the corpses of 
those she kilícd in order to further 
satisfy her crazy desire for revenge.

Preparation for IVlicat. 


N . J."Shepherd w rites the P rairie 
F arm er the follow ing sensible ad­ 
vice as to preparation for the wlie.at 
crop: 
Plow early. 
Plow deep and thorough. 
I’low u uder tho weeds and trash. 
One good i>lowing is sufllcieut. 
Save seed of the very best q u a lity ; 
if you are in doubt a.s to Us quality, 
test it. 
If tlic soil is bard and dry, use the 
roller or drag. On sod land, the disc 
harrow w ill be a good im plem ent to 
use. If not too lum py, or on old 
stubble ground, the spring-tooth b ar­ 
row w ill do good w ork. 
In using 
both of these, go the first tim e the 
■way it was plowed, and cross ways 
th e second. 
In m an y cases it w ill pay' to arrange 
to keep th e harrow ing close up to the 
lilowing. 
I t w ill n o t alw ays do to delay har­ 
row ing u n til after there lias been a 
soaking rain. 
By keeping the surface thoroughly 
clean, tho cliincU bug and H essian 
fly w ill be deprived of jiart of their 
shelter and food. 
M anure can be hauled out and ap- 
pl icd after plowing. 
If a clover sod is to be plowed uu­ 
der for w heat, au application of lim e 
before plow ing w ill bo found benefi­ 
cial. 
If salt is to bo applied, w ait u n til 
spring, and then sow broadcast as 
evenly as possible. 
If com m ercial fertilizers .are to be 
used, sow w ith a drill, w hen sowing 
in the sped, or sow broadcast ju st be­ 
fore seeding. 
One of th e advantages in using 
■wood ashes as a fertilizer for w heat 
is th a t it helps m aterially’ to stiflbn 
the straw . 
Prepare to give thorough drainage. 
Tile drainage is best, but surface 
drainage w ill answ er. 
A rrange to 
avoid w ashing as m uch as possible. 
There is no advautagc iu sowing 
the seed unless there is sufiicieut 
m oisture in the soil to inducen quick 
germ ination. 
Be sure th a t the seed w heat does 
not contain 
cheat, rye, cockle or 
other flue seeds. T here is usually a 
sufllcieut quantity of them iu the .soil 
•without sowing. 
Corn laud th a t has been well culti­ 
vated during the grow ing season can 
often bo fitted properly for w heat 
w ithout plow ing, if care be taken to 
harrow it thoroughly. 
The q u an tity of seed .sliould be 
gauged by th e tim e of sowing, the 
fertility and condition of the soil and 
th e q u ality of the seed used, as well 
as the w ay it is sown. 
A seed bod three inches dccxi, made 
tliorouglily fine, w ill be better than 
six inches 
prepared. 
Tho tim e of sow ing m ust be deter- 
niiiiod by the sea.son, tlio condition 
of tlio soil, and tho danger from 
grasshoi>pers, flies and cbincli bugs.

The result w ill be 
to restore the sale of liquor in Rome.

R ome, Aug G.—The 
excitement 
throughout the city to-day has been 
intense, and heated talks have -been 
numorous,but fortunately there were 
no serious breaches of the peace. The 
authorities, iiave taken everv precau­ 
tion to prevent any disturbances. 
Both factions resorted to every con­ 
ceivable scheme to secure voters. 
Each had brass bands brought from 
Atlanta and Douglasville, and para­ 
ded the streets and played about the 
polls. A large number of ladies were 
active in securing votes for the pro­ 
hibitionists. 
A heavy vote was polled, but it is 
claimed that over four hundred are 
¡1 legal. A large number of negroes, 
the majority of whom were on the 
whiskey side, had. failed to give in 
their tax last year. They were hun­ 
ted up and their taxes were paid, as 
defaulters after executions had been 
issued. . The prohibitionists contend 
that they were bound for double tax, 
and as they had not paid double tax 
as the law requires of defaulters, they 
are not legally entitled to vote. 
The wets are Jiibilaut to-night, it 
being conceded that they have car­ 
ried the county six hundred major­ 
ity. The Pfohi’s, though disappoint­ 
ed, are not willing to give up the 
fight, and it is believed the election 
will be bitterly 
contested on the 
ground that the majority represents 
illegal votes

A Bar Meeting to lie Held Tliis After- 
noon to Recominciid Kis 
Successor. 
Anuisloo H o t Blast C.’ 
The resignation of Judge AAL F. 
Johnston of the City Court when an­ 
nounced yesterday morning, was re­ 
ceived with surprise and regret not 
only by the members of tlie bar but 
in tlie entire community. 
The court has been in existence 
only three months but has been con­ 
ducted with such a dégree of system, 
and ability that the public had come 
to hope that the Judge would con­ 
tinue on the bench, even against his 
own inclination, so often e.xpressod 
before and after his appointment. 
The following is a copy of the resig­ 
nation :

His Excellency, Thomas Seay, Gov­ 
ernor of-Alabama: 
Dear Sir:—Thereby tender to you 
my resignation as Judge of the City 
Court of Anniston, to take effect on 
the 15th insl., unless my successor 
should he sooner appointed. 
AA’ith this resignation, please ac­ 
cept iny thanks for tiie honor you 
conferred in bestowing this appoint­ 
ment on me. 
I am, with great respect, your obe­ 
dient servant. 
AAL F. .T0JCX.S0X. 
The only names so far mentioned 
for the succession are those of Col. 
Cassitlay and J. F, Creen. The lat­ 
ter is out of the city but has been tol- 
egtaphed to and will probably arrive 
ho»io this morning. 
The memfaers of the bar w ill meet 
this afternoon to take such steps as 
may be considered necessary in the 
matter of a succession and one of the 
gentlemen above named will proba­ 
bly be recommended to Governor 
Seay. 


A Iliisbiiml Shoots the Man Eho Iii- 
.snlteil His Wife. 
, Colum bia, S. C., Aug. 5.—A hor­ 
rible tragedy was perpetrated on tile 
streets of Columbia about 6:15 Satur­ 
day evening, m which- James I. 
Clark lost his life, at the hands of 
AA’’. B. Meetze. 
The killing took 
place in the heart of the city, on 
Mam street, in front of . the city iiall 
and lu a stone's throw of the county 
court house. Tlie pause of tlic kill­ 
ing, as far as We have Dcen able to 
ascertain, IS as follows: 
One Doug'Meetze, an uncle of the 
slayer attempted to deliver his ne­ 
phew’s wife a note, purporting to be 
from a gentleman, but she indignant­ 
ly refused to receive it, and informed 
her husband of the occurrence. 
AV. 
B. Meetze at once demanded the 
note of his uncle, which proved to 
be an improper communication, ad­ 
dressed to Sfrs. Meetze. The note 
was unsigned', but Meetze satisfied 
himself that it was from James I. 
Clarke, and at once threatened to 
kill both Clark and Doug Meetze. 
Clarke and Meetze appeared on the 
street armed with a shotgun, and it 
was soon known to the police officers 
that trouble was brewing. 
Sheriff Rowan at once had AV. B. 
Meetze brought to his office, and on 
Meetze solemnly promising tliat the 
trouble had ended, permitted him. to 
go free. 
At about G:15 p. ni., Clark was 
walking the street with an unknown 
lady, when he and Meetze met and 
commenced shooting at eacli other 
with pistols. 
It is reported that 
Ciark fired the first shot, and this 
was the only one. Meetze returuect 
the fire, shooting three times, one 
ball passing through Clark’s brain, 
inflicting a mortal wound. 
Clark 
was a married man with several 
children, an ex-trial justice, and at 
the last election was a' candidate for 
sheriff for Lexington eouuty. Meetze 
was keeping a livery stable in this 
city. He was unhurt in the affray 
and is now in jail, and has the sym- 
i>athies of the public. 


HERE’S THE TUG OF AVAR. 


SFOKANE FAl.LS. 


One of the Mo.5t I’romiiiciit Cities in 
ashiiigtoii Destroyed by Fire. 
San Franci.sco, Aug. 5.—-A spe­ 
cial dispatch from Spokane Falls to 
the Examiner says: 
Fire broke out 
in a lodging house on Railroad ave­ 
nue at 5 o’clock yesterday afternoon, 
and is rapidly spreading, and now 
burning fiercely. The lire seems to 
be beyond the control of the firemen, 
and it is thought the entire business 
portion will be burned. Already two 
blocks of busiuess houses have been 
destroyed. 
* 
J.ater information showed that for­ 
ty business blocks had fallen a prey 
to the llames. It was definitely as­ 
certained that the Northern Pacific 
depot and all tlie public buildings in 
the city were carried away in tlie 
general havoe. 
The first estimate 
received placed the loss at $30,000,- 
000. 
Spokane wa.s one of tlie most prom­ 
inent of many' cities in the infant 
State of AA'ashington, situatcd.on the 
Northern Pacific railroad, close to 
the Cour de Alene Mining region. 
The city lias been the site for many 
large industrial establishments, such 
as smelters and kindred enterprises. 
An expensive public edifice liad also 
been recently' erected and the popu­ 
lation was easily supporting two 
prosperous daily ¡lapcrs. 
The business district of Spokane, 
was in a strip between the Northern 
Pacific railroad tracks and the Spo­ 
kane river. 
This strip was five 
squares across and extended iibout 
seven squares in length. It was sol­ 
idly built up with brick and stone 
structures, the cost of whieli varied 
from $25,000 to $125,000. Ton bank­ 
ing houses, live liotels, opera house 
and whoiesalo ostablislmieats doing 
a business of over one-half million 
dollars eacli. were situated within 
the district described. The estima­ 
ted loss of $30,000,000, is believed here 
to be exaggerated, half that amount 
is thought to be nearer the actual fig­ 
ure assuming, that the reported com- 
yilete destruction of the city is cor­ 
rect. The population of tlie city is 
about 20,000.

The farmers have re.solvcd in their 
btate and in thoir local organizations 
that tliey will not use juto bagging, if 
they can get any thing else. 
Now comes the Liverpool Cotton 
Association, which controils all of the 
cotton exported, and says tliroiigb re­ 
solutions, that it w ill not receive cot­ 
ton covered in other than jute bag­ 
ging, and gives its rca.snns tlierefor; 
L iveki-óol, June 15tb, J889. 
To the I'rcslilfiit of th e New York Cotton 
Kxchangc. 
D baR'Sib—I am requested to com­ 
municate with your exchange on the 
subject of the suggested use of cotton 
bagging as a covering for bales of 
cotton. 
The matter has liad the careful con­ 
sideration of the Board of Diiectors 
of tliis Association, who find its adop­ 
tion will be beset with several diffi­ 
culties, among ivhich are: 
1. That some underwriters, in con­ 
sequence of tests made last year think 
its use instead of jute bagging unde­ 
sirable. 
2. That it will not afford sufficient 
protection against damage. 
3. T iiatifof the weight suggested 
in the information laid before the 
board, three-quartes of a pound to 
tlie yard, it will not be strong enough 
to resist the rough handlingeu route, 
and tliat this will increase the cost of 
mending on arrival. 
J. That great inconvenience will 
arise from the continued use of two 
kinds of bagging, even though some 
temporary arrangement be arrived 
at for the ensuing season. 
5. That the absence of similar bag­ 
ging here for mending purposes, and 
the doubtfulnc.ss as to wjiether it 
could be obtained for some time to 
come, w ill complicate the question 
of allowances for tare. 
G. That theincreased costofsupply- 
ing such baggiug, even if practicable 
will cause a distinct loss tc the im­ 
porter on every pound of bagging 
added for the mendings, the cost of 
cotton bagging per pound being con- 
sidcrabiy in exce.=s of the same weight 
of cotton. 
In view of the objections mention­ 
ed above, the association would be 
glad of iuforinatiou from your side 
on the following points: 
1. AVhat proportion of the crop 'is 
likely' to come forward in this cover­ 
ing? 
2. AN'Iiether more bands than are'at 
present used will not be required for 
the proper protection of bales covered 
with this description of bagging! 
' 
3. AA’hat wciglit per yard is it likely 
to be ?- 
They would also be glad to receive 
at as early day as possible samples of 
the bagging proposed to be used du­ 
ring the coming season. 
AVliile asking for this information 
with a view of legislating on the ques­ 
tion should it unfortunately become 
necessary to do so, the Board respect­ 
fully urges upon your Exchange to do 
ail ill its power to eueournge a return 
to the use of jute bagging, and so ob­ 
viate the necessity of meeting the al­ 
most insuperable difficulties which 
the adoption of the baggiug would 
raise.

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The Uciiions Grime of Three Men in 
Aiabiima. 
BlRMIXGliAJf, Ala., August 7.—A 
auoeldng story comes from Covington 
county by way ofGariaud. A widow 
an d —tw o-grow n daughters and a 
twelve year old son live near a little 
place called McNcil.’ The other uight 
three young men went to the house, 
outraged the women and demolished 
everything about the premises. Tiicy 
then went to the house of an old ne­ 
gro near by, found liim sick, shaved 
his head and beat him so that he 
died next day. H is sou saw them and 
asked wliy they had treated his fa­ 
ther so. Tlieir answer was four pis­ 
tol shots, whicli killed him. Dis- 
liatches give no names. The place is 
remote from telegraph f.acilitics. 
This IS bad enough and calculated to 
arouse tlie greatest public indignation 
and the perpetrators deserve the ex­ 
treme penaly of the law ; but it is no 
worse tliuu the rocking of the house 
of the defeucele.ss woman m Beat 4 
of this countj', and the cold blooded 
m urder of poor, little, innocent, Ella 
Gunn who was slain when the fright­ 
ened inm ates opened the door of the 
hut to llee for their lives. These two 
outrages stand unique and unparal­ 
leled In tlic annals of crime in Ala­ 
bama for cowardice and cruelty, with 
the exception of the Hawes case in 
Birm ingham . 
Let Covington and 
Calhoun go down foot, so long as the 
pepetrators of these crimes are free 
from the clutches of the law and un­ 
punished. Jeflersoii had her Hawes 
tradegy; but Hawes is under sen­ 
tence of death, and the honor of the 
county has been saved. 
Calhoun 
m ust not rest content until the man 
who murdered the little girl stands 
at the bar bf justice. The blood of 
that poor and friendless little girl 
cries out of the ground for justiceand 
there is manhood enough in the 
county and state to heed the cry. 
She had nothing in the world but 
life, not one thing, and a cruel liand 
took that from her, w ithout provoca­ 
tion. The m an m ust suffer for his 
ruthless and cruel deed, or we all 
stand alike disgraced in the eyes of a 
justice loving world.

As flic ease stands, no one 
is wise enough to tell what the issue 
will be as it afl’octs the farmers and 
the bagging trust. That it will delay 
the movement of tlie crops and keep 
times bard there can he little doubt. 
Tn.are has been too much talk and 
too little action on the part of tlie 
cotton growers the past year. 


Township trustees ought to give the

The 
session of the Institute only lasts two 
weeks after this week. No teacher 
w ithin reach should miss this oppor­ 
tunity to attend the Institute. Here 
can be h%d valuable ideas and sug­ 
gestions as to the profession of te.acli- 
ilig that can be had from no otiier 
source. 


The State Teachers’ Institute this 
week has been a great success and in­ 
teresting 
and 
instructive beyond 
measure. Those teachers in Calhoun 
and surrounding counties who have 
not as yet attended have missed a 
rare chance for instruction. There 
seems to be a prevalent idea that 
teachers arc interrogated and exam­ 
ined at these Institutes.

Seven shots fired at intervals near 
tlio .Arlington hotel at Oxford about 1 
o’clock Thursday morning brought 
sevral dozen faces to neighboring 
windows. A repetition of the shoot­ 
ing caused the faces to disappear and 
tlie shutters bang to, but it did not 
abate the excitement, and from the 
inside of their rooms those persons 
those persons who had been so reck­ 
less and then so careful with theirfa- 
oes counted twenty-one shots fired in 
rapid succession. No one ventured 
out to learn the cause of the shoot­ 
ing, andold insomnia held grim revel­ 
ry until the m orning hours brought 
liglit and life to the streets. 
During the day Abe Humphries, a 
young man, and Ham p Draper, the 
latter a former marshal of the place, 
were arrested, charged w ith doing 
the shooting. Humphries was fined 
Í15, but Draper was released; the ev­ 
idence failing to sustain the charge 
against him. 
The shooting is believed to be the 
outgrowth of a “ AVhite Cap” move­ 
m ent inaugurated in the place a few 
days ago. During the past two weeks 
written notices embellished w ith a 
bunch of wliips, skull and cross bones 
and other gentle reminders of active 
punishment, have been sent to sever­ 
al gentlemen in town. Some of these 
men are prominent merchants, and 
among the best citizens of the place. 
No reason, so far as can be ascertain­ 
ed, is known to exist for warning 
these people to leave the city, but 
nevertheless such is the order against 
them, and last night was the tim e 
set for their going. 
The parties receiving these notices 
have paid no attention to them, be­ 
lieving them to be the work of some 
crank with more leisure tlian he can 
profitable employ. Since the demon­ 
stration of Thursday morning how­ 
ever, tliere are those in the town who 
fear that an effort will be made to 
carry out the threats suggested in 
the warning. The gentlemen whom 
these notices have come to are all 
possessors of sufficient courage to de­ 
fend themselves and an attem pt to 
enforce the flogging act w ill meet 
•ivith very interesting resistance. 
Up to a late hour last night all was 
quiet and there was no signs to indi­ 
cate tlie appearance of W hite Caps 
in the town.—Anniston H ot Bl.ast.

L iv eri’OOI,, August 7.—The Jury 
in the ease of Mrs. Maybrick, who 
has been on trial for the murder of 
her husband, brought in a verdict of 
guilty to(l.ay. Mrs. Maybrick there­ 
upon was sentenced to death. 
Judge Stephens, in his charge to 
the Jury, said there was strong and 
distressful evidence to show that the 
jirisoner had a motive for ridding 
herself of her husband. This-could 
be found in her infidelity, which had 
rendered it necessary for her to enter 
into inextricable mazes of lying. He 
also called particular attention to the 
phrase. “H e is sick unto death,” 
contained in her letter to Bierly. 
■This ivas terribly important, in viexv 
of the fact that on the day the letter 
was written the Doctors fully expec­ 
ted tliat Mr. Maybrick would recov­ 
er. It shows there w.as a reason for 
believing that the prisoner, was desir­ 
ous of being rid of her husband, in 
order that she m ight live w ith her 
paramour. The Judge put the ques­ 
tion to the Jury, whether it was rea- 
soii.able to believe that a loving wife 
would yield to her husband's desire 
to put an unknown powder in bis 
food. 
Thousands awaited the judge’s de­ 
parture from the court, and ho-ndcd 
with rage when he appeared. 
The 
hootings were incessant, and there 
were frequent cries of shame. The 
crowd threatened to attack thejudge’s 
carriage but the police interfered. 
Feeling over the m atter is intense. 
Steps are being taken to stop tlie ex­ 
ecution, further medical evidence 
having been secured.

The body of Buck Lott was found 
iu the woods near Bell,s Mills, a few 
miles from Heflin, Tuesday evening, 
under circumstances which indicate 
very strongly that he was murdered. 
Young Lott isa resident of Oxanna; 
his father being one of the oldest cit­ 
izens of the place. Buck sold wood 
aud trafficked in other ways about 
Oxauua and Anniston aud had num­ 
bers of friends iu both places made by 
his fair dealing and manliness. 
H e went to Bell’s Mills a fqw days 
ago to visit his grandfather, who re 
sides near tliere.

Noon canie and then evening, but 
Lottfailed to return. His grandfather 
grew uneasy over his prolonged ab= 
seuce and Instituted a search. After 
two or three hours wandering through 
the woods, the searchers fouud Lott’s 
body in a dense wood about a mile 
from his grandfather’s liouse. He 
had beeu-shot in the body, and liis 
gun and hat were missing. I t was 
thouglit at first be had accidently shot, 
himself but tiie absence of the Iiat 
and gun refutes this theory and 
strengthens the suspicion, nPW geur 
gral, th at he was murdered. 
His parents were imm ediately uor 
tified and went to B ell’s Mills yester­ 
day morning. The father has a the­ 
ory as to who perpetrated the cjime 
and hopes to form a chain of ciroumr 
staiitial evidence strong enough to 
bring the guilty party to justice.—

I t is from three to five m iles in w idth 
and eighteen m iles in length -within 
the county. Its soil is black or. dark 
red clay and is th e best in the county 
for cotton aud corn, tliough as for' 
th at m atter.hoth th ey and all others, 
oven th e hillsides, w ill produce fine 
grass and clover, though the h ills are 
best adapted tor the cultiu-e of grapes 
and other fruits, whioli here flourish 
better than rn the valleys or. bottoms.

W illiam son,'P resident of the C hat­ 
tanooga, Romé"ifc''CarroltonIlaüroad, 
fought a duel i n ' C herokee’ county, 
this State, a few huiuh-ed yards from 
the G eorgia aa.d-A labam a State line. 
'Phe diflicuHy grew o u t of language 
tiiat passed betw een the two geiitlo- 
nieii befoi'é á coinm ittee of the Geor­ 
gia Lcgislaturo't’i'Lioth the Governors 
of G eorgia and A labam a tried to pre­ 
vent the diicl, but the parties eluded 
tlie vigilance of the olHcers and got 
together ju s t at'd ark . 
A rejiorter on the ground thus de­ 
scribes, iu th e A tla n ta C onstitution, 
how m utual explanations ended a 
fam ous d u e l: 
'I’hc first shots were sim ultaneous, 
and th e llamos and sparks th a t llcw’ 
from the pistol barrels illum inated 
the scene for ju s t an instant. Mr. 
W illiam son em ptied 
his revolver, 
the five shots being fired very rapid- 
iy. M r. C alhoun' fired only once, 
aud th en slow ly low ered his pistol as 
Mr. W iU iam sou’s hullcts were w his­ 
tling past liis liead.

able to identify her. 
'The body' was found on tlic bank 
of a sm all creek or bninch ru n n in g 
th rough the AVetherby p lan tatio n 
and crossing the 
road. 
Some ten 
steps up th e creek aud about th at 
distance from th e road, there were

“iW^hen tills strife is ended lam 
coining here to live,” said Brigadier 
General Burke, of the United States 
Army, tiventy-four -years ago, in 
Jacksonville. V/hen the strife did 
end and the white wings of peace 
..bjpoded alike over valley and nation, 
' the gallant Irish soldier returned and 
j ibuilt-him a house on the hill. The 
trade winds of luck blew his way and 
his- ship came in. 
Jacksenville is the county seat of 
■Calhoun county, at the head of Alex­ 
andria Valley. The beautiful Blue 
Bidge. encircles Jacksonville like a 
horseshoe, emblematic of good luck, 
eadb point reaching out in parallel 
hills,- southwesterly between six and 
eight miles apart. This Blue Bidge 
is a mass of mineral—iron, manga- 
. *116367 kaolin, ochre, mica—and al­ 
most every other known to the cata­ 
logue of alchemists. It was the beau­ 
tiful valley which lies out before 
Jacksonville, like a picture that 
charmed the Federal General and 
brought him from his distant home 
to live in the enemy’s country, a 
country which received him as a 
friend and found him a blessing. 
Á-Pprohched by a gravel drive home­ 
ward and arched by a double row of 
water oaks is the elegant home of 
'-Gen.vBurke, at the summit of a great 
fcbhe^sliaped hill commanding a 
-view of the valley landscape. The 
General built his house to a noble­ 
man’s taste and lives in it royally. 
Looking southward from his broad 
portico, the parallel bills rising and 
falling in graceful undulations, 
smoothly rounded and clad in the 
blended attire of spring, verdure and 
evergreen stretch away, deepening 
the blue tint as they recede. Little 
knolls jut out into the valley in pic­ 
turesque profusion forming pretty 
coves out of which flow springs of 
water. The valley is partly cleared 
and partly in -Nvqoi^laqd. f-irst >V 
fleld of plovep, then ope of corn and 
V-‘another of cotton, inteispcrsed here 
and there by green meaclows, where 
sleek cattle are grazing. The forests, 
which appear in broad strips of stal­ 
wart timber, are chiefly of oak, ash, 
, beech, gum and hickory, species that 
•f-' iproclaim the fertility of the soil upon 
which they grow. 
Brooks and branches, like silver 
-threads upon a dark surface, run 
sngzag along the valley, singing in 
chorus, a cradle song to the baby 
crops, un|it they fjnd ’their way into 
tbtp f larger- stream which irrigates 
ihe valley and empties into the Coo­ 
sa river a dozen miles away. There 
is an unspeakable deligh in valley 
■ ’ landscape in a ’ hazy al.oruoon in 
May.

Travelers tell us that nowhere on our 
planet is there so much in earth and 
sky to please the eye and quicken 
the intellect as in the Greek Islands 
of the Alediteranean. Sympathetic 
nature is tuned in harmony on a 
common chord, and hence the in­ 
fluence of dust inanimate upon dust 
animate—this kinship between mo- 
ther-earth and her thinking and 
breathing off-spring. Beared beneath 
the bright blue skies or old Calhoun, 
under the shadow of the beautiful 
Blue Bidge, by the hundred crystal 
springs that llo-w forth from the 
mountain base, it is no matter of sur­ 
prise that the pioneer boys of Jack­ 
sonville have shone and are shining 
in Alabama. Search the State over 
and you will find uo town of equal 
size, which has made a deeper im­ 
press on the politics of '-.i. r State, than 
the town from which I write. It was 
settled largely by Korth Carolinians 
of German descent. From Kamsaur’s 
mill ijond in old Mecklenberg countj*, 
they came, be it known, and to the 
honor of the old jSTorth State be it 
written, that Mecklenberg county 
was the cradle of American liberty. 
Before the Continental Congress had 
met in Carpenter’s Hall at Philadel- 
nhin.. fi.iu] 
pnHipv tb?T! tl'C 
joyous peals of old liberty bell, a 
gatheriug of Mecklenberg patriots at 
Charlotte had resolved upon the sep­ 
aration of America from its tyrant 
mother. It was of this brood of lions 
that Jacksonville and its tributary 
country was originally peopled. Of 
such parentage came the Calhoun 
men, and beneath the genial South­ 
ern sun they doveloiied into soldiers 
and statesmen. The 10th Alabama 
Begiment, chiefly composed of Cal­ 
houn county volunteers, made a 
record in the war for its unflinching 
valor, and its survivors have not been 
slothful in peace or politics. At one 
time four of them were in Congress 
and one the Governor of Alabama— 
Congressmen Hewett, Forney, Cald­ 
well and Bradford and Gov. Cobb. 
Senator John T. JSIorgan, already 
twelve years in the Senate, witli a 
guarantee of a life-time there, was 
raised in Calhoun county. Chancel­ 
lor John Foster, a distinguished law­ 
yer and scholar, lived in Jackson­ 
ville. It is true of him that on more 
than one occasion the Supreme Court 
adopted his opinion as its decision, 
■\vord for word. Judge Sam’l F. Bice, 
oncu on the Supreme Court beucli, 
aud now famous as a lawyer, wit and 
orator, -was a Calhoun man. 
'Will. Garrett, author of ‘‘Public 
Men of Alabama,” once lived here. 
Many years ago he wrote a history of 
the early days of Alabama. 
Tho distiugiiishod lawyer. Judge 
John Heflin, began practice at Jack­ 
sonville. Col. J. F. Grant, founder 
of the .Tacksoiiville Eepublican, was 
treasurer of Alabama in ISGS aud 
1809. For more than fourteen years 
Jacksonville men have represented 
the Seventh District in Congress- 
first, the sweet-voiced orator, Col. 
John H. Caldwell, and afterward the 
gallant Gen. \V. H. Forney. Indeed, 
the joint biography of the Jackson­ 
ville galaxy is so considerable a por­ 
tion of the history of Alabama, that 
I can merely glance at a few promi­ 
nent names. It illustrates the intel­ 
lectual vigor and classic mould of the 
people of Jacksonville. 
TU T G innB E o p -\VEkLTH 
which wraps the pretty waist of Jack- 
souville, inire metalic aud almost 
solid. Brown and red hematite ore, 
marble, kaolin, limestone aud sand­ 
stone, baryta and mica abound in ex- 
haustless quantities.

Her neck was so 
wrenched that she was unable to turn 
her head. The floor and furniture 
were covered with blood .md the girl’s 
bauds were bloody where she fought 
her assailant. Her cries attracted a 
colored man wlio was near by, and 
who rescued her from her assailant’s 
clutches. 
Asbury sprang through the door 
aud escax'ed, but in the next house 
ho knocked down a woman and seiz­ 
ed a double-barrel shotgun and lied 
to the woods. In an hour the whole 
town was in arms an da mounted pos­ 
se started In pursuit.

In addition to the land owned in 
the town the company own about 
ten thousand acres of fine brown and 
red bem etite iron ore, manganese, 
kaolin, marble, lim estone and s.and- 
stono lands, which have been care­ 
fully picked. This spleudid body of 
land is connected directly, w ithin a 
distance of 23 miles, by the E. & W. 
Railroad w ith the St. .Ulair coal 
fields, large interests in which are 
held Irere. Negotiations arc pending 
now to consolidate the coal and 
iron interests of the two bodies and 
will be doubtless successful.

Jacksonville is situated up­ 
on tiiis form ation near where the 
potsdam sandstone has been brought 
up by faulting to its level and near 
Jacksonville the formation is rich in 
ore deposits.” 
N oting this state­ 
m ent of the State Geologist, a cor­ 
respondent of the M ontgomery Ad­ 
vertiser, w riting from Jacksonville, 
says: 
“ .Subsequent developments 
show that his statem ents concerning 
the m ineral resources of this imme­ 
diate section m ight have been made 
even 
stronger.” 
Following 
the 
above statem ent of liis correspondent, 
Mr. Cory, one of the editors of the 
Advertiser, visited Jacksonville in 
person and he thus speaks of the ores 
here: “It is claimed, furthermore, 
that these ores are suitable for steel 
m.aking and the analysis hears out 
the claim. 
Ores from the W alker 
mine, which is the one nearest to the 
town and scarcely a mile from the 
court house, show .015 of one per 
cent, of pliosv)horus and others show 
still less.’ As the liighest am ount of 
I’hosplionis which can exist in steel 
ores is .07 of one i)cr cent, the prob­ 
lem of making steel by the Besse­ 
mer process would seem of easy so­ 
lution here in Jncksouviile. As to 
the quantity of the ore, it simply 
fills the mountains, so abundant, in 
fact, the only marvel is men should 
pay their money for it. In addition 
to the brown iiemetite, the red fos- 
silliferous ore, so common about Bir­ 
mingham, is found here in abun­ 
dance. Indeed nowhere else do the 
two lie so closely and eonvehientiy 
together, .is it nature tvould save 
men the trouble of m ixing them. 
Manganese ores arc found in great 
abundance on the com pany’s laud. 
Two specimens analyzed show* re­ 
spectively 51.0S7 and 53.217 parts of 
pure manganese, w ith .Ü0I57 and 
.00377 per cent, of jjhosphorus. Kao­ 
lin and marble are both found in 
large quantities near here and the 
earth is filled with lim estone and 
sandstone of the best buildiiig qual­ 
ity.” 
We could give the testim ony of 
m any other m ineral experts and 
new’spaper correspondents as to the 
mineral richness Of this section, hut 
space forbids. Thgse are guihcient to 
shqw §onaething of w'liat w’e have. 
The kaolin referred to js as white as 
snow and is the only sample ever 
analyzed in New York that did not 
show a traee of iton. I t w iil make 
the finest china ware in the world 
and a representative of one of the 
largest iiottery establisiimeuts in 
Europe, when ho saw' it, immediate­ 
ly Blade a proposition to plant a 
$200,000 pottery works here and ne­ 
gotiations are now jiending to that 
end. The marble referred to is a 
beautiful variegated 
quality and 
abounds w ithin the corporate lim its 
of the town. 
The Company do not proiiose to 
iManufacture irbiii if Others eah bb 


induced to undertake it here, but 
will sell ore lands to a plant estab­ 
lished here, or allow it to take ores 
from any part of the company’s prop­ 
erty at a royalty far below w hat is 
now asked by private m ine owners.

Later on the 
M ining and M anufacturing Comiiany 
propose to build one yet more exten­ 
sive and further removed from the 
business of the tow'n. 


W ATER. 


'Ihe town has a fine 
system of 
water works, by w’hich pure freestone 
water is brouglit direct from the 
m ountains. In the heart of the tow'ii 
is a bold limestone spring w hich af­ 
fords three m illion gallons a day. In 
the town are two wells containing 
sulphur and chalybeate w ater com­ 
bined. 
Fine 
chalybeate springs 
abound w ithin the corporate lim its. 
W ithin a radius of four m iles are to 
be found epsom, alum, chalybe.ate 
and sulphur waters, while 
seven 
miles west are while and black sul­ 
phur springs of great strength. 


SCIIOODS, CH U R C H ES A N D SOCIETY. 
The state has established a Norm al 
School here which has a fine reputa­ 
tion. In connection w ith this the 
com munity sustain a very fine school.

The 
report of the State H ealth Officer 
shows it to be the healthiest jioint in 
the State, and it is for this reason 
that it is so eagerly sought as a place 
of sum m er residence.

are two and four miles distant from 
tlie town, in the latter of w hich fine 
trout and bream fishing is to bo had 
every season, 'riie Land Co. xiropose 
a lake and xiark near the town which 
can be built at nominal eo.st and will 
be lovely beyond compare.

Tee Farmers’ Fight. 
M ontgom ery A dvertiser. 
In the fight against the bagging 
trust and all combines and monopo­ 
lies, the farmers have tlie sym pathy 
of every one who desires to have the 
country advance and prosper. Un 
the success of the agricultural inter­ 
est depends everything else, and wc 
cannot afford to let that fail. 
We can most heartily endorse w hat 
The Savannah Nows says: 
The farm ers do not seem yet to 
have got hold of the idea fully that 
the present tariff fosters all the trusts. 
If the tariff on jute bagging, there 
instance, were removed, there would 
be no necessity for hunting for a sub­ 
stitute for that article. Tho x’rice of 
it would be so reasonable that it 
would aflbrd no cause for comx>laint. 
A jute bagging trust would not bo 
heard of. A t the next session of Con­ 
gress the Southern farmers should 
make a combined effort to have the 
duty on jute bagging either removed 
or greatly reduced. They should al­ 
so demand a general reduction of the 
tariff on all .articles which are needed 
for the farm. A gricultural m achin­ 
ery .and im plem ents of .nearly all 
kinds are more costly than they 
would be if the tarifi’avero reduced to 
tho extent it should be. 
There is one thing th at the A lli­ 
ance should be careful of, and that 
is undertaking too much. The dan­ 
ger the organization has to fear is 
conllicting interests. As long as the 
purxioses of the members are the same 
trouble need not be apxireheaded, 
but when tho interests of a p^u't 
the organization lead one way and 
the interests of another part another 
way, disintegration and ruin are not 
far off. One purpose of the Alliance 
is to bring the producer .and the con­ 
sumer closer together. 
The profits 
of the iniddlemeu, it beUoS’es, can be 
saved to the producer. The Alliance 
will help the farm ers to get their 
siipxdies from first hands as nearly as 
possible, and also to jnit their ¡iro- 
duce into the hands of the consum­ 
ers. I t will also help the farm ers’ to 
bold their croxis until good piices 
can be obtained for them. As long 
as the Alliance confines itself to these 
and kindred things, it w ill rest on a 
sure foundation and will iirosiier, but 
if it takes hold of questions in wliicli 
it has ouly an indirect interest, or if 
it middies in x.'ulltios, it is pretty cer­ 
tain to encounter diffieuities tliat 
may wreck it.

The Montgomery Journal wonders 
how a m an like Colonel McKee can 
sit down quietly in a village and read 
and rust. Our bright young neigh­ 
bor m ight have thought of McKee as 
Victor said of his veteran who had 
become a gardener, “he shares his 
thoughts between the innocent things 
he is doing and the great things he 
has doue.” 
Thirty years ago Robert McKee 
edited the leading daily of his party 
in Kentucky, and recorded the dra­ 
matic scenes at Charleston, which 
was as a painful Gethsemane to a 
tragic Golgotha. Ten years later he 
avas scoxitred w'ith the fairest quill 
and throned on the most influential 
Xiress in Alabama. He has made 
goodmeil, and ho has m arred evil 
schemes. In the crusade for the de­ 
liverance of our state frort! tbe Pay- 
nim s of the reconstruction era, he 
w'as the pure and iieerless Tauored. 
In the quest for tru th and right, he 
was more than Lancelot and scarce­ 
ly less th.an Sir Galahad. B ut his 
strokes were dealt w ithout malevo­ 
lence, and his cup was prom ptly at 
the l¡x>s of his dying foe. H is very 
errors, if ho erred, were those of a 
sacred conscience. The press of this 
state m ust ever esteem him as the 
chiyalric chief who taugiit them that 
courage is a virtue avhich is im m ature 
without the flavor of courtesy. 
He does not belong to the throng. 
Men of his m ental mould—thinkers, 
Xihilosophers, men of letters—do not 
m ix in the pressure or shout in the 
Xirocession of palm s; and yet it is 
they who (as in the xixth chap. of 
St. Luke) receive the salutation and 
honors of the Christian visitation. 
Rough liauds appear to force them 
aside, and rude voices make all the 
cLamor; for “ daring -waistcoats and 
scarlet opinions” are forever assert­ 
ing them selves; but these are not 
the proxies of posterity. I t is these 
who kindle the fires; but the other 
waits for the daw n; and esteems 
more the brightness of the ’ocautiful.

One bright Sun­ 
day in peoemher, 1,3G;1, the, lieuten­ 
ant was-detailpdto take charge of the 
picket line in front of Bavaunab, on 
the edge of .a rice . swamp.

was a truce. between the pickets, 
and. every thing woi-e a Sabb.ath like 
stillness. "

Coryell had nothing to do and was 
out of tobacco. H ow to get a chow 
was the question. Finally a hand­ 
some young officer from the Con­ 
federate line strolled out between 
the lines. 
Coryell hailed hini at 
once. 
“ I saj', Johnny,, if I como bvcr to 
you cau I get tobáceo and return 
safely to m y lines?” , 
“ Come along; 
i ’il treat you all 
right.” 
“ How do I know that I ’ll u olb e 
taken prisoner?” 
“ Von have tbo word of a gentle­ 
man and a Confederate off'iccr.” 
CoryeJl thought a 
moment and 
then decided fo ' make the venture. 
H e laid a.side liis aword and belt and 
started across tlic lOarrow dike lead­ 
ing to the Confedérate line. 
On 
either side of tlie dike tiie water iu 
the rice iieldh was five feet deep. 
Tiie lieutenant reached the oppo­ 
site shore without any m isgivings. 
The Confederate produced some to­ 
bacco and a trade was made iu no 
tinie. Then ibe ( 
fell iat-3 a pica- 
sant conversation. 
Sucldcnly Coryell saw a signal ilut- 
ler from a house some distance in 
the rear ol the Confederate line. 
“ AATiat does tliat m ean?” he asked 
.sharply. 
Just then an orderly dashed uji on 
horseback and, with a diguilied sa­ 
lute, .said to the Confederate officer: 
“Lieutenant, the general orders 
you to take (he Yankee officer to 
headquarters.” 
Coryell was dninfouuded. 
'I'hen 
ho looked at the Confederate lieii- 
touant and noted his honest eyes 
aud m anly face. 
“Am 1 your pri.soiier?” asked Co­ 
ryell. 
The Confederate-c-KtO!Kled his right 
hand. 
“I off’ered yon mj' protection,” he 
said. "Go to your lines. 
I w ill fol­ 
low you over the dike, and if my 
body can shield you from Coijfcdor- 
ate lead, you shall reach your com- 
niaiui in safety. 
Good-by, aud God 
bless you:” 
’I’he Federal started on bis return 
trip. He was half way across when 
the first .shot came. Tliere was au- 
oUier and another, until a whole 
brigade seemed to be tiring at him . 
'I’he fugitiyc walked rapidly on­ 
ward until he reached the Federal 
lines aud vaqltpd over the breast­ 
work. 'rbeii lie looked baclf and saw 
bis protector on the dike. The Con­ 
federate waved his band, turned 
about and marched hack to his own 
side. Ho had kept Ids promise like 
a true soldier.- -.-Vtiama Goimtitution.

They’d got discour- 
oged and bitter, and sort of reckleas- 
llke, w hen all of a sudden one day 
Keswick dropped down in a dead 
faint in the mill and had to bo car­ 
ried home. That was the beginning 
of a long sickness th a t ended his 
work a t the mill. 
"The rest of the company bought 
oat his Interest, and he w ent off to 
Kuropo. W e didn't know who would 
bo sent to take charge then, but we 
sort of hoped 'twould bo left in Jim 
Bryces' hands. H e’d been here the 
longest of any of the men, and knew 
a deal about the business in a praticai 
kind of way. 
“ There w asn’t m uch reason to ex­ 
pect It, of course, but he was the 
man. wo wauled.
